EARL OF LEVEN PRESIDENT. 

HE Society for Relief of the Induftrious Poor in and about E- 

dinburgh, in confideration of the very inclement feafug, did, 

two weeks ago open fubfcriptions for relief of diftreffed labourers, ma- 

ny of whofe families, from the long ficknefs. in this city, and from 

the want of employment, are in the moft wretched circumftances of di- 

firefs. The Society have to acknowledge the generous fupport which 

bas hitherto been given to their folicitations; and, as the feverity of 

the weather has not abated, they muft fill requett the fupport and hu- 
mane exertions of the Public. 

The Society have extended their affiftance not only to labourers, but 
to others who have families, and who labour under temporary di/tre/s, 
and where the cafe appears tobe urgent, and they will not cut off the laft 
elafs from the relief of the charity unlefs the ftate of the funds render 
this neceflary. 

The Public are ip general very well acquainted with the great benefit 
refulting from this charity. By the aid of the humane many hundreds 
have been relieved. And, although the Committee have met only 
twice this feafon, no fewer than One Hundred and Sixty Perfuns have 
already been relieved. 

Although the Society are at the utmoft pains, by vifiting, and other

fource of information, to prevent impofitien, yet they mutt requeft 
contributors to withdraw their recommendations whenever the perfon 
relieved has got work, or is recovered.

How far they were 
made good, the fmallnefs of his Yeccipts on the four public days, will 
fufficiently teftify; and as from thefe he was allored he would be 
more than able to afford thig terms propofed’, upon finding from the 
fiult Aflembly, the extreme Improbabilit y of their profits aniwering for 
that fum, he immediately informed the managers of his fentiments.— 
So far he was from making any agreement ; and that the Public may
